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Welcome to January, the month named after Janus, god of 
doorways.

the A. Holmes Johnson Memorial Library, Kodiak, Alaska (population 6,000):

The Kodiak Public Library is bumping on Friday night. Open till 9pm every weekday, this library is a 
welcoming place for the fairly large transient community involved in commercial fisheries. Fisherman and 
fishery observers from the lower 48, various out of town marine biologists and fish counters employed by the 
state, and migrant cannery workers all frequent this place regularly. It's warm, it's free to visit, it's got books, 
magazines, and the internet. For folks living on a boat or in a bunkhouse or factory dorm, this library is a vital 
resource for information, communication, and entertainment. It's also a cheaper and healthier option than a bar. 

Walk in through a turnstile, pass one of the many No Cellphones signs. Check in at the front desk to get a 
temporary library card with an address anywhere in the world for a $10 deposit (returned to you when you 
terminate your membership). Sign up to use a public computer. The majority of visitors are here to use the 
internet: check facebook, buy things online you can't get in town, be in touch with folks back home thousands 
of miles away. There are only 10 computers, which is not nearly enough to meet the demand. Sign up for a 
computer, get a colorful pool float to hold onto and return once a computer becomes available. Play chess 
while you wait your turn. Boards and pieces are out on the tables for the public and get a fair share of use.

26th is Australia Day. 




Cell phones are constantly ringing in the library. The offending sound is always the same: it's the ringtone that 
comes standard on the cheapest phone at the AT&T store- the only place to buy a phone on the island. Clearly 
most people opt for the cheapest one, especially if they are only in town for the season. Despite the written 
threats, no one has been asked to leave after a loud cell phone violation. 

There's a private phone booth by the bathrooms - another indicator of the transient-friendly nature of this 
place.

Often the 
cannery workers still have hairnets on their heads 
and ear plugs hanging from their necks. Many are 
here to escape the factory dorms for a moment and 
use the internet.

Aside from an extensive 'Fisheries' section, this 
library has all the normal library things: books, 
magazines, videos, DVDs, music CDs, a couple of 
bulletin boards, both inside and in the foyer with 
announcements and fliers for events around town.
